Crlpjjles Japanese Vessel. 


Llaoyang. May 1C.—The

The,-Russian 'attack was carefully 


. planned on May 10. while tho Japa-

carried out the same night. 


The attacking force was not a reg- 


ular torpedo boat, but was only a 
small naphtha launch In command of 
a young nnval officer, who had with

OQ a atna'ir machine gtm and carried 
three torpedoes. 


Launch Carrlco Torpedoes. 


When darkness foil tho launch crept 


out of Port Arthur,- hugging the shore, 
with no llchtB aboard and no glow 
from engines lo betray Its presence. 
;t was lato when tho launch gained 
tho outer lino of tho Japanese squad- 
ron. 
Slipping through tho torpedo 


boat pickets nnd delecting tho nearest 
warship, a big armored cruiser, tho 
launch stole toward the great warship 
and succeeded In exploding against Its 
sldo a single torpedo. 
\ 


A deafening roar followed the ex- 


plosion which echoed far ashore. Im- 
mediately flames enveloped tho cruis- 
er, which evidently was badly crip- 
pled. 


Th'o crow of this cruiser was scon to 


bo fighting the flro, which they at last 
succeeded In extinguishing. 
A sister 


ship took the damaged vessel In tow 
and disappeared to the southeast. 


Attacking Boat Is Beached. 


Tho launch escaped tho hot fire 


directed against It by tho Japanese 
ships, but being unable to return to 
Port Arthur or to get Into Dalny It 
was beached not far from Dalny. 


Only a few. of the higher officers 


were aware of the plan, tho success 
of which depended upon secrecy. Tho 
achievement raised the spirits of tho 
Russians afloat and ashore, and the 
young naval officer who was" the hero 
of the exploit was feted and recom- 
mended for the' Cross of St. George. 


The Russians, on May II, nppre-. 


hcndlng that the presence of a Jap- 
anese squadron meant an attempt to 
capture Dalny, blew up the piers and 
quietly evacuated the place.

One morning In August in the year 


18(15, Just after the war, a boy named 
John Smith and familiarly known as 
Happy Jack, started for 
the 
barn 


whistling' "Boston Gals." 


He was born In Hock county. He 


Intended to start for South Dakota 
that day with bin parents. Jack was 
a tall manly youth of fifteen years. 
His parents liked to live In a wllil 
country,land were ever moving west- 
ward at the approach of civilization, 
.lack had just received a rifle from 
an undo for whom hu was named. 


Three of t!ho neighbors' families 


were going with tho Smiths. 
They 


started In good season with 
their 


prairie schooners which were loaded 
with supplies and plenty of ammtinl 
lion. 


The first week went quietly by, 


oxeupt that they were followed 
by 


a band of Indiana 'and were stopped 
by a party of mounted police who 
scattered the Indians. 


The next day they crossed the Mis 


sisslppl river and a great old time 
they had. . The next night Uioy camp- 
ed In a pleasant valley In Minnesota, 
with timber for their canipflro and 
grass for their horses. They placed 
their waguiiH In a circle and retired 
to the center after setting a watch. 
Hero .they were attacked by a band 
of Sioux Indians, who fought them all 
night by the light of the moon. 


The Indians retired after 
.losing 


three-fourths of. .their number, whllo 
the whiten lost two killed and three 
wounded, besides much damage done 
to their wagons. They spent the fol- 
lowing day and night recruiting their 
energies and repairing their wagons. 


Three days later Uiey reached F.ort 


Thompson, and' spent a day and night 
there. ' 
K'ere they were joined by 


three families which made it much 
safer traveling. Jack's father knew 
the commander of the fort, and he 
gave them an escort of cavalry to 
within three inarches of the next k'ort. 
Jack bought a pony ut Foil Thomp- 
son. 
He was hunter and scout for 


the party, and many a time lie was 
cnascd by tho Indians. 


On the day that the cavalry left 


them, he had started earlier than the 
rest, and had gone, about three miles, 
when he was captured by Indians. Ho 
thought they were going to burn him, 
and knew he would have to leave a 
good trail If he expected, his friends 
to get back again, so he tore off 
portions of his clouting and dropped 
them occasionally. 


After he had traveled about 
ten 


inilei," he saw the cavalry less than 
half.a mile away, and he Immediate- 
ly began to shout at the top of his 
voice. The men heard him and dash 
ed down and scattered the Indians. 
He took ono of the Indian's ponies 
and his own rifle from a dead Indian 
and started for camp. Two days lat- 
er they reached Fort Phillips and 
wore soon settled' In their new cabin. 
Five years later Jack married one of 
the neighbor's daughters, and settle:! 
on his prairie farm. Jack Is now one 
of the richest fanners In Smith coun- 
ty. South Dakota, nnd in mirrounded 
by his many children and grandchild- 
ren.

proper'food for silkworms consists of 
[leaves from the 'different wirletius 
of white Inulberry troo and the Osagc 
orange. 
The paper mulberry (with 


tin; luzzy leaves) Is not suitable, noi- 
ls; the common red mulberry. As tho 
neasoii 'Is now 'open, application for 
the eggs should be made at once, and 
must be accompanied by a statement 
as to tho number and kind of mul- 
berry trees or this amount of Osage 
orango which 'the applicant possesses; 
otherwise the eggs will not be sent. 
If tho variety of the mulberry Is not 
known to the applicant, a sample- of 
largo leaves should he scut to the-De-

NAPOLEON'S EVERYDAY MANNER

APOLEON liad no fixed pose 


or Kttidlitl manner for ordi- 
nary occasions. The' rawness 
of his youth gradually yielded 


1o »ew environment, but be remained 
a creature of linpnlw even In tin- pres- 
ence' of bis court. 
The 
Dm.-hoHse 


d'Abrnntes (Mine. Junot), who knew 
him In his home life before and after 
bis rise to Importance, says that n 
change took place In Napoleon when he 
became a great figure In I'nrK espe- 
cially in regard to attention to his per- 
eon. To illustrate this sho recalls n 
ha lilt of his earlier days when visiting 
thij home of her mother. 
i . 


••One of the things to which my moth- 


er hnd n particular dislike was the 
smell of wet, dirty boots put to the flre 
to dry. To her this unicll \vas HO dis- 
gusting that she frequently left the 
room nnd did not return till tho boots 
had own thoroughly dried and removed 
from the flre. Hut this was followed by 
nnother-namcly. the crenlsliig noise 
produced by the dry sole, to-which I 
liave nl«o a great antipathy. Now, In 
those disastrous times, when It was n 
matter of luxury to ride In n hackney 
coach. It may easily bo conceived that 
thosirwho had but stifilclent to pay the 
price of a dinner did not take'gn-at d«- 
llgbt in splashing others, but retained 
sufficient philosophy to soil their shoes 
or l»oots by walking. Sty mother ad- 
mitted the justice of the remark, but 
she nevertheless held her perfumed 
handkerchief to her nose whenever 
Bonaparte placed his little feet upon 
the fender.. He at length pcrcolvi-l this, 
and, being at jthat time exceedingly 
'afraid of displeasing .my mother, ho 
would prevail upon our maid to brush 
bis boots before he-came In. 


"After the 13th of Vendcmlalrc (Oct 


4) Rolled boots were out of the ques- 
tion. Itonapartc never went out but in 
a handsome carriage." 


Napoleon's bearing In tho inner circle 


of home is variously commented upon 
by -those who observed him ns casual: 
visitors and those who served the 
bond-hold. 
; 


"He was always extremely pollto to 


cverylMxly," says Mile. Avrlllon. one of 
Josephine's attendants, "nnd never ac- 
cepted the slightest service from any 
one without thanking him. He never 
addressed Ills own valets oxrppt ns 
•monsieur.' When he passed through 
their anterooms, he always bowed to 
•them. It was Just the same when.the 
emperor came to BCC tho empress. He 
never spoke to us without great polite- 
ness nnd often with great kindness." 


In the empress' room. Napoleon, nc- 


cordhiK to Mme. Durnnd, lady in wait 
ing to Maria Louisa, showed himself 
"amiable, gay and familiar. If he were 
present nt her toilet, he would amuse 
himself by teasing her, pinching bar 
neck nnd cheeks. Did she object, ho 
would take her in his arms,'kiss her, 
call her 'great stupid,' nnd pence would 
he remade. lib annoyed her principal 
ladles In walling In a thousand wnyR. 
It often happened that he received an 
answer back, nnd then he continued 
the discussion and was highly delight- 
ed if he succeeded In making angry 
one of the younger ladles, some of 
•whom were unaccustomed to tho man- 
ners of a court nnd who used to say to 
him things that were very amusing 
from tlielr simplicity." 


"What is no less surprising." sajH 


Coullncourt, who served Napoleon an 
soldier and ambassador. "Is the cam! 
with which, in his family circle, he 
could become simple and almost fa- 
miliar." 


M. de Bausset. prefect of the palace. 


•ays: 


*'I dare affirm that few men, In their 


domestic life, have been more equable 
In temper, more kindly In manner." 


Prince Metlernlch, the Austrian min- 


ister nnd a lifelong political enemy, de- 
clares:

. "In his private life Napoleon "-was 
simple and often even Inclined to spoil 
people. He pushed his Indulgence some- 
times to the verge of weakness." 


Mme. de Itemusat. who Is always 


conspicuous among Napoleon's critics, 
gives an uncomplimentary view of his 
everyday manner. The following ex- 
tracts are taken from her memoirs, 


. translated by Mrs. Cashol Hoey and 


Mr. John Llllle. Describing his ap- 
pearance at public functions nnd fetes. 
Mine, de Ilemuunt soys': 


"Ho could never get over tho pre- 


cipitation which gnvn him an 111 bred 
air. 'I am not made for pleasure,' he 
would say in a melancholy tone. 


"The emperor walked about every- 


where, preceded by chamberlains who 
announced .his presence. On bis ap- 
proach every voice was hushed; no one 
left his place; the ladles stood up, 
waiting for the insignificant and fre- 
quently ungracious remarks which be 
would address to them. He never re- 
membered a/name, and bis first ques- 
tion almost Invariably was, 'And what 
do you call yourself V Thore was,not a 


_ woman present on those occasions who 
'did not rejoice when he moved nwny 
from her vicinity. This reminds me of 
nn anecdote about Grotty- One tiny 
Gretry, who was tired of this perpetual 
question nnd perhaps n little annoyed 
at not having produced n. more lasting 
Impression, answered to the emperor'* 
rudely uttered 'And you—who are 
you:' In a sharp. Impatient tone. 'Sire. 
I am still Gn-try.' Ever afterward the 
cuipvror recognized him perfectly. 


"Aft»r 1S(H> lie almost nln-iv-i <J|.;i«.l 


alone with bin wlfrt, except when the. 
court wim nt Kontalnehlcau. He would 
then Invite guests to his table. He had 
nil course* of tin; dinner placed licfon* 
him at once, and he iit<> without paying 
any intention to hhi food, helping him- 
self to whatever wim nt hand. 


"Ho had not any of the delicacy that 


is ordinarily Imparted by training and 
education and would make his toilet 
In the most thorough fashion In the 
presence of any person whomsoever. 
In UK; witm» way. If -he got Impatient 
whlli- !I|K vulet wan (Ireiwlm; him. he 
would fly Into a passion, heedless of all 
respect for himself or others. He would 
throw any .•garment that did not please 
him on tho door or into the fin;. 


"Among.other, destructive habits he 


had that of stirring the wood fires with 
his foot, thereby scorching |I!H shoes 
nnd boots. Thin generally happened 
when he was In a passion. At such 
tlinen ho would violently kick tho bias- 
ing logs In the nearest fireplace. 


"He could not l>ear any restraint. 


and being 'obliged to nppcar alTalile and 
In n good humor on n certain day and 
nt n certnln hour was a yoke which he 
hastened to-shakc off. 


"Ho never missed an opportunity of 


carrying out his favorite system, which 
was to keep one's iulnd what ho called 
'breathless'—that is to say, constantly 
anxious." " 
\ 


On tho Intellectual side, however, 


Mnio. de Hcimisnt hi forced to confess 
that Napoleon was most remarkable 
nnd in ordinary times pleasing. 


"It was always a great pleasure to 


me to hear-him talk." she says, "or, 
rather, to hear him hold forth, for bis 
conversation was composed generally 
of long monologues; not that he ob- 
jected to replies when ho was In a good 
humor, but, for many reasons. It wim 
not always easy to answer him. 
He 


spoke badly, but bin latmuagi> was gen- 
erally, animated and brilliant.

grammatical iiinccnrnclcx li-nt his sen- 
tenet's an unexpected strength." 


% To the same purpose Hppuks Metter-

This phase of Napoleon's manner 


may U; closed with the Impressions of 
Captain 
Maltland, commanding the

quered nt Waterloo embarked in 1815. 
"It may seem strange." says Malt- 
land, "that nn English ofllcor should be 
prepossessed. in favor of n man who 
lifts caused such calamities to his coun- 
try, but that man had the power of 
pleasing to such n degree that there 
arc few people who could have sat at 
table with htm every day* for nearly'a, 
month, as I did. without a feeling'of 
regret that n man endowed with so 
many attractive qualities nhnuld have 
been reduced to the state In which I 
saw him." 


Napoleon's ralet. Constant, tells of 


his master's precipitancy and Impa- 
tience at table and on disrobing for 
the night.

One Cmt Letter Postage 


•/The growth of our mall system la 
universally accepted as an Indication 
of the nation's Increase In wealth and 
population, but'It Is Infinitely more 
than this.. It Is a measure of the 
marvelous development of our people 
In, Intellectual activity. 
During the 


115 years' that havo elapsed since the 
government of tho United States was 
organized, the population has Increas- 
ed 'twenty to one- and the . national 
wealth .forty to one—a 
wonderful 


showing. But In tho meantime, the 
number of postofflces has Increased 
oho thousand to one and tho legiti- 
mate' revenues of the postal service, 
three thousand to one. 


This striking 
advancement 
has 


i)oen made-In spite of the reductions 
n the rates of postage on . letters 
from 25 cents to Z cents and enor- 
mous Increase In the distances over 
which the letters arc transported, and 
yet there Is a 'demand for further 
reduction. In 1884 when, for the first 
lime In many years, our postal eery- 
Ico became self . sustaining, 
letter 


lostage waa promptly reduced from 3 
cents to 2 cents. Three or'four years 
ago when we were apparently 
ap- 


proaching another period.of surplus, 
Lhcro arose a demand for 1 cent let- 
ter postage, which was becoming loud 
and' Insistent when the tide sudden- 
ly turned. 


Two years ago the deficit began to 


n'creasc again and 
notwithstanding 


the enormous annual growth of the 
postal revenues, the authorized ex- 
pcndltitres moro than kept pace. 


On the face of tho tables, tho pos- 


tal- deficit for the fiscal year 1903, 
was |4,5no,044.73, but legitimate ex- 
penses of tho service wnlch, under 
:ho system of bookkeeping In vogue 
lo.not appear because they are not 
ihargcd directly against trie 
postal 


revenues, should he added to 'this 
Bum. One of these Items Is compos- 
ed of tho salaries of the employes of 
th'u pcstoffico and treasury . depart- 
ments In Washington engaged In pos- 
tal, work amounting to nearly $2,000,- 
000. 
Another Item Is a legitimate 


allowance for rent, light, heat and 
atiltors for the government buildings 
ri--which postofllces In all our largo 
cities arc located, which has: been es- 
timated .at $3,000,000. 
Therefrom, 


the'total loss In our mall system last 
rear was really approximately $10,- 
000.000. 
.^ 


.There arc. three• causes of .heavy 
qs3 to the postaVaervlbe. which may 
>c roughly and roundly estimated at 
510.000,000 cach^per annum. They are 
ns follows: 


'1. The cost of carrying freo frank- 


ed-matter, not.;b'nly "for the postorTlce 
lepartmcnt Itself, but for all tho ex- 
ecutive, legislative and judicial de- 
partments of. tlic government. 


2. Abuses of^second class, rates. 


. 3. Excessive pay to railroads for 
carrying the malls. 


Other losing features of minor Im- 


portance are tho money order svs- 
tem, the registry system of tlio rur- 
al free delivery service. 
In fact. It 


may bo truthfully stated that every 
branch, of the ' postal system loses 
money to a greater or less extent ex- 
cept tho transportation and 'delivery 
of flrst class mall matter., In other 
words, the postofMco business 
has 


numerous ramifications, but tho two 
cent letter pays for It all. 


Of the total revenue from postage 


stamps, envelopes, stamped wrappers, 
&c., aggregating 
$123.000,000 
last 


year. It Is conservatively 
estimated 


that $80,000,000 was earned by letter 
postage at'two cents an ounce. Tho 
reduction of that rate to one cent, as 
has 'boon urgently 'advocated, would, 
at one stroke, reduce tho revenue 
$40,000,000 a year. 
This reduction 


would, of course, Increase, for . the 
time being at least, the annual postal 
deficit by nearly that amount. 


It Is claimed by the advocates of 


tho reduction scheme, that-Increased 
business would\very soon m'ako good 
this loss. That Is doubtful, If 'not Im- 
possible. Fow persons aro now pre- 
vented from mailing letters by tho 
rate of postage. Tho Increase would, 
therefore, be slow at tho best, and 
would bo accompanied by correspond- 
ingly Increased expenses for 
hand- 


ling, transporting and delivering the 
additional mall. 


It may, therefore, be fairly estimat- 


ed that a reduction of letter'postage 
to one cont an ounce would almost 
certainly Increase our Annual deficit 
to. $50,000,000 per annum. Th,at con- 
tingency could only ,bo mitigated by 
correcting,one or.more of the .abuses 
above alluded to, which produce ser- 
ious losses to thpj.Bervlce. - The'Sen- 
try suggests that Utnso who agitato 
for ono cent postage rshonld provide 
In advance for tho; euro of these ad- 
mlttcJ- ovlls. :
